ITH increased business use of cars, one of the post-war phenomena of Britain, 

appreciation is growing that time off the road is money down the drain. 

When it is accompanied by a servicing charge it is doubly costly, and this 
condition is fulfilled by the immobilizing of the car during greasing routines not 
undertaken by the owner. More and more owners are realizing that the bill for a 
greasing routine has an invisible plus item representing the loss of earning power of 
the car while it is in the garage 

An article on the following pages*serves, amongst other things, as a reminder of 
the frequency with which the car owner is adjured to take his car into the service 
station for greasing. Some chassis nipples require attention every thousand miles; 
some after 5,000 miles, and the very few every ten thousand. But in these days a 
thousand miles can be only a weekend’s driving, and is it to be reasonably expected 
that a motorist will take his car in for greasing before and after every long weekend? 
Especially when he notices that possibly the hardest stressed bearings in the chassis— 
the wheel-hub bearings—are amongst those that require very infrequent attention. 
Why, then, he asks himself, must the comparative crudity of steering and suspension 
design make their lubrication so critical? Reflections such as this give rise even 
to the suspicion that it is partly for the benefit of the service stations 
Much more could be done to avoid over-frequent greasing routines, and certain 

firms point the direction by the substitution of rubber for metal bearings, the installa- 
tion of automatic lubrication systems and systems of the “one-shot” type. It is too 
late to cry for the accessibility to the grease gun of the cars of the *twenties, because 
the increased safety and stability of modern cars at high speed has meant that the 
owner is no longer able to crawl easily under the chassis, the prerequisite of successful 
amateur greasing. 


Dazzle 


HE plain speaking in which we frequently indulge on the subject of roads and 
safety can be reinforced by a few words on dazzle. Another winter has gone 
without any appreciable advance towards a solution of this problem, and as 

the benefits of Mr. Willett’s Summer Time are brought home we can once more 
reiterate our view that a solution to the dazzle problem is most unlikely to come via 
the car’s lighting. The most that lighting specialists will be able to achieve is a 
mitigation, because the reduction in light implied by non-dazzle conditions would 
have to be such as to make any speed above about 20 m.p.h. unsafe during the period 
of meeting; with modern traffic frequency, drivers will not slow down to 20 m.p.h 
every time they meet a vehicle at night 

This is not to say that the dazzle problem is insoluble, and it is here that the plain 
speaking comes in. On a twin-track road with a central hedge there is no dazzle; 
on a very wide road there is little dazzle (because of the wide lateral separation of 
the light sources), and on a one-way road there is no dazzle at all. In other words, 
the dazzle problem exists on the country’s main trunk roads only because successive 
Governments have failed in their duty to build adequate roads On minor roads the 
motorist is always prepared to accept dazzle; for one thing the traffic is sparse, and 
for another he is rarely in a hurry when driving along such roads. But with an 
ideal trunk network merely the celebrated motorways plan that was evolved but 
shelved by the Socialist Minister of Transport, Mr. Alfred Barnes—trafhc would be 
drawn off the minor roads to such an extent that many of their problems would be 
reduced to insignificant proportions. All countries that have built modern roads 
have found this effect to be pronounced; motorists will make considerable linking 
journeys to reach a road where the going is easy, discounting the extra mileage 

Once more the inescapable verdict is hammered home that the Governments of 
this country have been consistently and persistently guilty of dereliction of elementary 


duty 
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N too many manufacturers’ handbooks it is interesting— 
and depressing—to see the list of weekly chores that 
owners are expected either to perform themselves or to 

have carried out for them. The information is even more 
enlightening when one sees the wide difference between 
requirements for various makes of cars. For example, on 
one model it is recommended that, apart from checking the 
engine oil level, 15 points should be lubricated with an oil 
gun and other miscellaneous items should receive attention 
from an oil-can. On the other hand, with another range of 
cars the weekly recommendation consists of checking the 
levels in the radiator and brake fluid reservoir, and checking 
the oil level at intervals of 250 miles. Briefly, then, on one 
model items such as king pins require lubrication every 
week, while on another model these points require checking 
only at intervals of around 10,000 miles. 

Disregarding the question of initial cost for the moment, 
there is no reason to think that what can be done by one 
manufacturer cannot be accomplished by another if the 
problem is given the attention it deserves. Further, the 
basic cost of the car does not in all cases bear any relation- 
ship to the number of greasing points found on items such 
as independent front suspensions. Serious attention has 
been given to the problem by some manufacturers, and 
there are several satisfactory solutions to the one basic prob- 
lem of lubricating a number of components which are 
spread out over the car chassis , 


Ordeals for Owners 


For a chassis bearing to operate efficiently a film of lubri- 
cant must be maintained between the two metallic surfaces; 
if this is not done the part will be difficult to operate; for 
example, the steering will become stiff if the king pins are 
not lubricated and the mating surfaces will wear more 
quickly. The problem is aggravated by the operating con- 
ditions, as the whole of the underside of a vehicle is usually 
exposed to the elements, which may vary from ice formation 
to a dust storm. Yet the majority of car manufacturers 
eem content to fit a very large number of grease uipples in 
very inaccessible places and to hope for the best, issuing 
instructions that someone must get under the car as fre- 
quently as once a week, grease gun in hand, searching for 
elusive lubrication nipples. True, if this unfortunate indi- 


vidual did undertake this task at the stated times he would 
no doubt have such an intimate knowledge of the location of N NN a 
the nipples that he could scrape off the layer of mud and 


administer the lubricant in the dark!

bearing there is no need to provide any extra form of dust 
sealing: however, it is necessary to choose carefully the 
type of rubber used for the bearing, so that it is able to 
stand up to the very wide variety of operating conditions 
to which a modern car is subjected; it must also be un- 
affected by liquids such as fuel and oil which might be 
spilt on to the chassis. 

Where the operating conditions are not suited to rubber 
bushes it is necessary to use bearings which require lubri- 
cation. While rubber bushes are widely used on all types 
of car and give trouble-free service with a complete lack 
of maintenance, this happy state of affairs does not always 
exist when a conventional bearing is used, except on a very 
small number of cars where the manufacturer has taken 
particular care to ensure that his product is designed to 
give maximum service with the minimum amount of atten- 
tion. An example of this is found in the Rover range of 
cars, on which the recommended king pin lubrication check 
period amounts to once a year for an average owner in this 
country. The bearings are sealed to prevent the lubricant 
from getting out—and the dirt from getting in. They are 
provided with a reservoir and bleed plug to assist filling, 
and once they are charged no further attention is required 
for the very long period mentioned. 


Even Performance 


Perhaps even more important is the fact that bearings 
that are sealed and lubricated in this way will always be 
functioning correctly and uniformly—unlike the effect given 
by some cars which feel very nice on the day they are 
greased but tend to feel stiff and heavy a few days later 
when the grease has worked out and the dust and water 
have found their way back in, to form a solution not unlike 
that used for grinding in valves. 

While it is true that most chassis components function 
correctly if they are given the recommended degree of 
attention, the results are very different if cars are neglected. 
Illustrations show some of the suspension components 
taken from two cars, both of which have covered a distance

Fuel Taxation 
‘TAXATION on motor fuel now costs 
£554 a minute, according to figures 

mentioned in a speech by Mr. A. L. King, 
general manager of the Shell company, 
when he presided over a discussion on oil 
taxation at the Institute of Petroleum in 
London recently. Of the total sum paid 
by consumers of taxable motor and avia- 
tion fuels in the United Kingdom, 64 per 
cent went to the Exchequer, leaving 36 
per cent to meet the cost of oil explora- 
tion, drilling, production, refining, trans- 
portation, distribution and marketing 

Mr. King described the situation as a 
dilemma—or a challenge—to the Govern- 
ment. “Has the need for Government 
expenditure become sO vast and 
irreducible, and are the alternative sources 
of revenue so slender,” he asked, “ that we 
wre stuck with oil taxation at 2s 6d 
gallon? ” 
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Buffer Bumpers 
“THE idea of incorporating shock ab- 
sorbing springs in bumper mountings 
has been revived by a patentee. A stout 
bar is fixed to the normal bumper 
brackets. Two sliding rods and six strong 
coil springs connect bar and bumper. 
From each end of the bumper, a rod runs 
back through rubber grommets in the 
front panels to a pair of rubber-filled 
Rotoflo dampers, which normally hold 
the bumper steady on its springs and in 
mishaps help with the shock absorbing 
rhe inventor is Dr. A. E. Bernstien, 45, 
Rodney Street, Liverpool, 1.

THE STORY OF OIL 


}* the word “oil” conjures up for you 
a picture of bleak and uninteresting 
derricks rising from a barren desert; of 
ugly pipes and machinery; of dull news- 
paper reports of oil talks, you should read 
Oil for the World, by Stewart Schackne 
and D’Arcy Drake (published by the Esso 
Petroleum Company, Ltd., 36, Queen 
Anne’s Gate, London, S.W.1, price 
12s 6d It unfolds an absorbing story. 
In non-technical language, made vivid and 
understandable by the use of metaphors, 
the history of oil is traced back to its 
origin many thousands of years ago in 
marine organic matter. Though oil was 
known and treated as a phenomenon by 
ancient civilizations, the industry was not 
developed until comparatively recent 
years, and Edwin L. Drake drilled the 
first well in the United States about a 
century ago. The name given to it by the 
locals—“ Drake’s Folly ”—testifies to the 
incredulity with which the project was 
viewed. But Drake’s well was successful 
ind soon the value of oil output more 
than compensated for the expenditure. 
Drilling an oil well is an expensive 
business, and nowadays the sciences of 
petroleum geology and geophysics (with 
magical terms such as _ seismograph 
detect an oil trap without going down into 
the earth Other romantic. terminology 
includes the “Christmas Tree,” a com- 
bination of valves and gauge; which 
control the flow at the well head; the 
graphic “spud in,” used to describe the 
first bite made by the drillers’ tools in the 
earth; and the “go-devil "—well, that is 
xplained. too Even a derrick sounds 


quite interesting when one is told that the 
name belonged to a famous hangman of 
the seventeenth century. 

From crude oil, which can be black, 
brown, green or yellow, the book passes to 
the refineries. Refining is a fascinating 
process which reduces the oil by distilla- 
tion and catalytic cracking to its great 
diversity of forms: lubricating and diesel 
oil, gas, kerosene, jet fuel, motor spirit 
and so on. At the time the oil industry 
was first developed, petrol, an unavoidable 
product of the distilling process, was re- 
garded as a nuisance and thrown away! 
The development of the oil transport sys- 
tem is an interesting story also, in particu- 
lar the means by which oil of different 
types can go through the same pipeline to 
the tanks of the consumer without any fear 
of its intermingling 

This is a well-produced book with many 
diagrams, maps and illustrations You 
will become interested despite yourself in 
the. world picture it gives of the oil in- 
dustry and its economic history in recent 
years. Oil means energy, and the im- 
portance of the story is illustrated by the 
fact that the oil industry of today sup- 
plies one-third of the world’s total energy.

S motorists know, the present Highway Code of this 
country sets out a model pattern of behaviour for all 
persons using the road, whether drivers, cyclists o1 

pedestrians. However, the Highway Code does not have the 
force of law; it is merely a set of rules which advise people 
how to drive, ride and walk, and no one can be prosecuted 
for breach of the code as such. Recently, it has been sug- 
gested that the Highway Code should be redrafted and given 
legal effect, thereby making it a criminal offence to break it 
Until that is done, however, the code remains purely a guid 
to conduct on the roads, and the law relating to motoring 
offences is contained in numerous Acts of Parliament and 
Statutory Instruments 

Offences committed by motorists against the 
Criminal Law of the land are dealt with in these articles 
[hough failure to observe the rules of the Highway Code 
not in itself an offence, such failure may result in a b1 
of the law and the offender may be prosecuted 
more, the failure may be relied upon by either side in evi- 
dence as tending to establish or negative liability. For 
instance, if a driver fails to signal that he is going to turn 
right this, though contrary to the rules of the Highway Code 
is not in itself an offence. But if such failure results in an 
accident or a collision, or causes danger to other road users, 
the driver may be prosecuted for dangerous driving or for 
driving without due care and attention 


Prosecution 


In this article I am dealing with dangerous driving, which 
is an offence against Section 11 of the Road Traffic Act 
1930. It is, perhaps, one of the most serious motoring 
offences and certainly is much too frequent in the Courts 
In 1952 alone 14,367 people were convicted in Magistrates 
Courts all over the country for offences connected with dan 
gerous driving; bad driving in today’s crowded streets i 
regarded by the Courts as a very serious matter. 

A case of dangerous driving may be dealt with either 
summarily (that is, before the Magistrates or Petty Sessional 
Courts), or upon indictment (that is, before the Courts of 
Quarter Sessions), as the prosecution decides. In genera 
the latter courts deal with the more serious cases and 
power to impose much higher sentences than those which 
the lower courts can inflict. If the prosecution ask for t 
case to be dealt with summarily, the accused has the right 
to claim trial before a Judge and jury; if he does not make 
the claim the case will be dealt with before the Magistrate 
or the Petty Sessional Court. Quite often a person may be

regard for the safety of others. Generally speaking, in most 
cases there should be an element of wilful or deliberate 
danger (either actual or potential) in the driving of the 
accused for a prosecution under this section to succeed. 

The distinction between dangerous driving and careless 
driving is a fine one. Indeed, one London magistrate took 
the view that careless driving in London’s crowded streets 
must automatically be dangerous driving. As an illustra- 
tion of the difference between these two offences, take the 
case of a driver who crosses against a red traffic light at a 
road junction and causes an accident. His action may result 
from carelessness or failure to keep a proper look-out. On 
the other hand, he may have seen the red light against him 
and wilfully decided to disregard it; or have driven across 
the junction recklessly, heedless of whether or not he would 
endanger other traffic. In the latter instance, quite com- 
mon at Court, the driver would undoubtedly be guilty of 
dangerous driving. There was a wilful element in his con- 
duct and a reckless disregard for the safety of others; he 
must have appreciated the danger likely to be caused by his 
conduct 

Potential danger must always be taken into account in cases 
of dangerous driving. In 1939 a man was convicted of dan- 
gerous driving when he drove at a speed varying between 35 
and 50 m.p.h. along a main road in which there were cross 
roads and several blind bends. In this no actual public 
danger was caused and there were no collisions; but it was 
held that his speed had been dangerous in relation to the 
traffic which might reasonably have been expected to be on 
the road. 


Intersection Accidents 


Some of the most common incidents which come before 
the Courts as cases of dangerous driving are accidents or 
near-accidents at cross roads or junctions; those caused by 
turning to the right badly; overtaking when it is unsafe to 
do so; and cutting in. According to police statistics motor 
accidents are most prevalent at cross roads and junctions and 
accidents at these points accounted for 15.9 per cent of 
the 1952 figures 

Before a person can be convicted of dangerous driving it 
must be proved that he drove “on a road.” At first sight 
this seems simple enough and the Road Traffic Act, 1930, 
defines a road as “ any highway and any other road to which 
the public have access and includes bridges over which the 
road passes.” ‘This definition has been held to include the 
pavement belonging to a highway. However, it may be that 
a private road—one on which the public are not allowed—does 
not fall within the definition; a person who, by driving reck- 
lessly on such a road, injures a member of the public who had 
no right to be there could not be liable for dangerous driving 
in criminal law although there may be a civil action in 
such a case. If, however, the public were allowed access to 
the road on that particular day—say, for a féte or a bazaa! 
then the road might fall within the definition and the reck- 
less driver could be prosecuted. It was held in a 1949 case 
that a road inside fenced industrial premises, being accessible 
only to those holding special passes, was not “a road ” within 
the definition. ‘The unpaved forecourt of a shop has been 
held not to be “a road” although used by the public, but 
the definition has been extended to the private forecourt of 
an hotel to which the public had access and which was not 
separated from the carriageway 

The Road Traffic Act contains some restrictions on prose- 
cutions in cases of dangerous driving and lays down that a 
person prosecuted will not be convicted unless

that the question of prosecuting him for the offence 
would be considered, 

within 14 days of the alleged offence a summons 
for the offence was served on him, 

within those 14 days a notice of intended prosecution 
specifying details of the alleged offence was sent to 
him by registered post. 


rhese restrictions will not, however, be a bar to conviction 
if it is proved that the failure to comply with any of the 
three requirements is because the name and address of the 
accused could not be traced within the fourteen days, 
because the accused caused the failure by his own 
conduct. The Court will assume that these requirements 
have been complied with unless the accused objects and 
proves that they have not. 

Although many prosecuuons for dangerous driving are 
indertaken by the police, it may not generally be known that 
i private individual may prosecute in the Criminal Courts 
any person whose driving he alleges to be dangerous. In 
uch cases the corroborative evidence either of a witness 
preferably independent—or of the circumstances of the case 
is a very important factor. 

As dangerous driving is regarded in law as a serious offence 
the penalties that may be imposed are correspondingly heavy. 
Upon a first summary conviction for this offence the culprit 
is liable to a maximum fine of £50, or to four months’ 
imprisonment. On a second or subsequent conviction the 
maximum fine is increased to £100, and in addition to the 
fine the Court can impose four months imprisonment. If 
the prosecution proceed on indictment, the maximum 
penalty is two years imprisonment or a fine, or both 
imprisonment and a fine. Where a person is convicted in 
any Court of dangerous driving the Court must order his 
licence to be endorsed with particulars of the conviction 
On a first conviction the Court has power to disqualify the 
offender from holding or obtaining a driving licence. Upon 
a second conviction for this offence the Court must impose 
disqualification unless it can find special reasons for not 
doing so. The owner of a vehicle, if present, though not 
actually driving but allowing or submitting to dangerous 
driving, may be found guilty of aiding and abetting and 
would in such a case be liable to conviction and to the 
same penalties as the principal offender. 

In these days when road safety is giving so much concern 
it is up to the Courts to use their powers to convince bad 
drivers that driving to the public danger is a very serious 
offence and that the conduct required by modern conditions 
should be strictly adhered to and practised for the safety of 
ll road users

Speed Test

VAUXHALL VELOX SALOON 


OUR Vauxhall Velox saloons have been road tested 

by The Autocar since 1948, and all show improve- 

ments in one shape or form over their predecessors. 
In June, 1952, the Velox tested was fitted with the then 
new “ oversquare ” engine having a bore and stroke of 79.3 x 
76.2 mm and a compression ratio of 6.4 to 1. In the latter 
half of 1953 the manufacturers gave the buyer the choice 
of a higher compression ratio, namely, 7.3 to 1, to enable 
the benefit of the higher octane fuels to be obtained; this 
engine was fitted in the car which forms the subject of the 
present Road Test. Apart from the choice of compression 
ratios, several minor modifications have been incorporated 
in the bodywork of the present Vauxhalls.

Approximately 1,000 miles were covered in this Velox 
during the test, a great proportion of which was done in 
the hills and dales of Derbyshire and south into the lanes of 
Sussex and Surrey. It re-emphasized itself as being a car 
of dual character, as it was just as happy being driven hard 
up the Great North Road as it was when pottering in the 
countryside. The six-cylinder overhead-valve engine warms 
up almost immediately to working temperature after a night 
in the open with air temperatures in the forties, and 
use of the choke is strictly limited. 

An impression of liveliness is gained as soon as one has 
driven a mile or two, and this liveliness has the advantage 
of being coupled to a very reasonable fuel consumption. 
The designer has alighted on a happy medium; he has 
evolved in the Velox a family sized car which can be 
operated economically, or used by the business man for fast, 
long-distance journeys in circumstances where fuel con- 
sumption is not the first thing to be considered. 

The ability of the engine to rev is noticeable, and the 
acceleration of the loaded car is very good. The car to beat 
it off the mark at traffic lights has to be brightly handled 
and, in fact, it has the performance of many a pre-war sports 
car as regards acceleration and maximum speed capabilities. 
In doing its job efficiently the engine remains smooth and 
unobtrusive. It will continue to accelerate the car past the

point where the maximum b.h.p. is developed, and at the 
end of a long, fast journey there is no sign that the engine 
has been working hard. The temperature remains normal 
and, as a tribute to well-controlled quantity production, 
there are no tell-tale pools of oil on the garage floor in the 
morning. 

When pulling hard at an indicated 70 on the near-accurate 
speedometer—indeed, slightly slow reading instrument 
above 40—there is a power roar from the air cleaner, but 
above that speed any engine note is lost in the mild amount 
of wind noise. The engine produces its performance in a 
willing fashion and makes the Velox very much a “top gear 
car.” On one long-distance journey and a favourable route, 
48 miles appeared in the hour without stress to the car or 
its crew. At these average speeds the fuel consumption 
naturally suffers, but not to the extent that might be 
expected. With what is perhaps the worst combination, a 
series of fast arterial roads and then dense city traffic with 
its inevitable stops and restarts, the consumption fell to 
22 m_p.g. for 84 miles. On the other hand, driving quietly 
through the lanes to the local market town for shopping 
the owner benefits with such a figure as 27.8 for 45 miles. 
Carrying the load it is intended to convey, and driven at 
an average of 35 m.p.h., the Velox can be a most economical 
car. It will be remembered that previous models of the 
Wyvern and Velox were notable for their economy in rela- 
tion to size and performance. 

With maximum torque available at 1,400 r.p.m. the car’s 
ability to climb quite steep hills in top gear is not surprising. 
With two up and the equivalent of another two passengers 
in the way of baggage, this Velox made light work of the 
long climb up to the famous Cat and Fiddle Inn from Mac- 
clesfield, and at a later stage in the test went over a 1 in 8 
hill in Sussex with four up, also in top gear. As another 
top-gear demonstration it climbed a 1 in 6} gradient. with

the driver and one passenger, but with speed rapidly falling 
off; normally second gear would. have been used. When 
accelerating it is possible to spin the rear wheels on a dry 
road, and due caution has to be exercised on such surfaces 
as wet wood blocks or other man-made traps for the unwary. 

The low-speed pulling power makes it possible to use 
top gear in very slow-moving traffic without having to 
change into second or first gears unless there is an obstruc- 
tion. This is an inviting feature for those drivers who do 
not like changing gear without very good reason. The 
Velox will pull away from 7 m.p.h. in this ratio and 
accelerate smoothly and steadily up to its maximum quite 
rapidly for a car of its size. For this reason it is an excellent 
car to drive in traffic, the driver knowing that, if he wants 
what can be described as flashing acceleration, it is there, 
by changing to a lower gear. 

Like most modern cars of its type, this Vauxhall has com- 
paratively soft suspension, and the riding in both front and 
rear seats is good. Very rough surfaces such as might be 
found overseas, and in Great Britain if they are sought, give 
no cause for anxiety. This is another side of the car’s 
character, as its behaviour off the beaten track is as satisfac- 
tory as that on main roads. The ground clearance is suffi- 
cient to deal with all but the most abnormal conditions. 

The current independent front suspension by coil springs 
and wishbones is undoubtedly an improvement on the 
swinging arm design of previous years. For normal motor- 
ing on smooth surfaces the suspension is good; there is a 
little pitching at the front if a corner is taken fast, but only 
a scrubbing sound is heard from the tyres, not the high note 
that attracts attention. On wet surfaces there is no ten- 
dency to slide and corners can be taken fast close in with 
the assurance that the car will come out of the bend on the 
intended line.

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steering is by some standards a trifle undergeared, but this 
has its advantages in certain circumstances and the action 
itself is light and positive. There is considerable castor 
action and it is easy to manceuvre the car in dense traffic 
or when parking in confined spaces. The lightness of the 
other controls helps such movements as these. The dry 
single-plate clutch requires very little pressure to free and 
the drive is taken up smoothly without judder. The 
column-mounted lever controlling the three-speed gear box 
can be reached comfortably without entirely removing a 
hand from the steering wheel and the action is positive and 
free from lost motion. The gear ratios suit the car and 
the fact that it is possible to reach a genuine 60 m.p.h. in 
second gear—above 50 m.p.h. as a comfortable, normal 
figure—means that a fourth speed is not greatly missed 
The transmission on the car tested was commendably quiet 
in operation even on the overrun.

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Measurements in these fin to 1ft scale body diagrams are taken 
with the driving seat in the central position of fore and 
aft adjustment and with the seat cushions uncompressed. 
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When a car which, though light in relation to its carrying 
capacity, can have a laden weight of well over a ton has 
as potent a performance as that of the Velox, good brakes 
are expected. The Lockheed-Vauxhall system is un- 
doubtedly good. There is no grabbing and the car will pull 
up in a straight line from high speeds. During a fast run 
down a winding hillside road and during the arduous brake 
testing procedure there was no sign of deterioration in brak- 
ing performance and, apart from a slight increase in pedal 
travel, the Vauxhall’s brakes were as good at the end of the 
Road Test as they had been at the start. The hand-operated 
brake is up to the same standard; the lever, which is well 
placed low down to the right of the driving seat, gives the 
right amount of leverage and accidental pressure on the pawl 
button is avoided by a small guard. 

The bench type front seat, in which a folding central arm

aft adjustment and drivers of all heights can be made com- 
fortable. The driving position itself is good and the com- 
paratively thick rimmed, single-spoke steering wheel is well 
positioned. It is a pity that such a driving position is 
adversely affected by thick windscreen pillars. In certain 
circumstances it is possible to “lose” other vehicles 
approaching from a sideways direction even when due pre- 
cautions have been taken to check that the road is clear. 
Some drivers may find that the plated minor controls on 
the facia are too far forward, althotigh the fact of the wind- 
screen being as far as it is from the driver does ‘not seem 
to have any disturbing effect. A bad reflection in the screen 
from the two plated ritiis of the circular instruments on the 
facia and from a platéd strip in the centre of the panel 
caused annoyance. The speedometer, and fuel and water 
temperature gauges, can be clearly seen through the steering 
wheel and are well, but not too brightly, lit at night. The 
driving mirror is well placed and an adequate view is ob- 
tained through the large rear window 


Lights and Switches 


The head lamp beam is good for a quantity produced car, 
but when that car has the performance of the Velox a 
stronger beam is desirable at times. In the full-on position 
the sides of the road are well lit; the dipped position, ob- 
tained by a very convenient foot-operated switch, has a cut- 
off that enables cyclists and pedestrians to be seen at a safe 
distance. The rear lamps of the modern Vauxhall are to be 
commended, as they give a red light to the side of the car 
as well as in the normal direction. The lights are controlled 
by push-pull switches whose interlocking arrangement pre- 
vents the head lights being switched on until the side lights 
are on and, conversely, the side lights cannot be switched 
off until the head lamps have been switched off. Controlled 
by other switches are the fog lamp and screen wash, both 
of which can be supplied as extra equipment. The wiper 
and screen wash switches are a little inconvenient to oper- 
ate as there is no knob or lip to get hold of. 

In the left side of the facia is a large non-lockable glove 
box; when a radio is supplied the speaker unit is mounted on 
its lid. On the car tested the lid’s push-and-pull catch was 
weak. Further provision is made for carrying small items 
in useful pockets placed at the bottom of each front door 
and there is also a shelf in front of the rear window. 

The interior trimming is wéll done and the floor of both 
compartments is covered with strong carpeting. The seats 
and back rests are placed at a comfortable angle and all 
passengers have good visibility through the comparatively 
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A really large luggage locker is a good feature of the Velox; 

on present models the lid is unlocked from outside instead of 

by a press-button release inside the car, as on earlier models. 

The jack and small tools are stowed well away ; the small hole 

in the floor of the compartment provides access to the tyre 
valve of the spare wheel. 


large windows. These are of the vertical sliding type, being 
spring balanced and easily moved up or down without the 
usual handle mechanism. They are held in the closed 
position when the doors are locked. The interior door 
grip handles, formerly hollowed out, are now shaped to 
provide a firm hold, and all doors close without effort. 

The former sideways opefiing bonnet has been replaced 
by the type that lifts up at the front and the only release for 
this is external, on top of the radiator grille, reached from 
in front. The car tested was fitted with the manufacturers’ 
extremely efficient heating and demisting equipment. This 
is controlled by two neat levers below the facia and very 
hot air is obtainable soon after starting up. The dual 
screenwipers operated by a flexible drive from the camshaft 
clean a good area of the screen and move in accordance with 
the engine speed. 

The eleven-gallon petrol tank is positioned immediately 
behind the rear seat, which is forward of the rear axle centre 
line, and can be filled without blowing back. The note from 
the dual Windtone horns is good. The lifting jack works 
well, although on soft ground it is advisable to place it on 
a square base such as a thick piece of wood before raising 

the car. As has been the manufac- 
turers’ policy for the past few years, 
no starting handle is supplied. 
There are 17 points which require 
lubrication every 1,000 miles. A 
useful detail fitting is a petrol tap 
which is mounted on a _ bracket 
attached to the inner face of the 
right-hand front wing. The petrol 
pump has a built-in filter. 

The Velox with high compression 
engine gives every suggestion of be- 
ing a car which will give good ser- 
vice under exacting conditions. It is 
safe and comfortable and good value 
for money. 


The slim six-cylinder overhead valve 
engine is rather lost amongst the 
auxiliaries. Battery and fuses are 
accessible, but the oil level dipstick is 
very awkward to reach, as it is below 
the heater duct on the right-hand 
side. The water container for the 
optional screen wash equipment is on 
the left side of the engine. 
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A HOTTER INDIANAPOLIS FOR 1954

HE annual! 500-mile race on the 2} 
mile oval of the Indianapolis 
Speedway held usually on May 30 

(May 31 this year, avoiding the Sunday) 
is unquestionably America’s most im- 
portant motoring event. This year 65 cars 
have been entered, and in the process of 
selecting the 33 that can compete, quali- 
fying speeds above 140 m.p.h. will prob- 
ably be achieved. 

Like most of America’s big races, the 
Indianapolis 500 is a battle of drivers and 
tuners rather than of marques and engin- 
eers. In 1954, as in many years past, the 
great majority of entries will be powered 
by an engine that has become the com- 
mon denominator of American profes- 
sional racing—the 4$-litre 270 Offen- 
hauser. 

This year, however, Meyer and Drake, 
the Los Angeles, California, manufac- 
turers of this engine, will introduce a new 
version, a 3-litre centrifugally super- 
charged engine with an exact capacity of 
2,944 c.c.; if it is successful, this may lead 
the way to a revival of supercharging in 
American sport. Two of these new 
blown 180 engines will race at

Obviously, the 180 has an advantage 
over the 270 in terms of power; whether 
its reliability will be equal to the forth- 
coming trial remains to be proved.

of the time and few of these ideas have 
become outmoded in the intervening 
years. Shared by both the modern version 
and the original Miller of 1922 are these 
key features as well as many minor ones: 
barrel crankcase and diaphragm main 
bearings; dual overhead camshafts with 
gear train drive; keyed, piston-type cam 
followers; four valves per cylinder in pent 
roof chambers; masked sparking plugs in 
removable cups; large-diameter, thin-wall 
tubular connecting rods; and a spigoted, 
four-armed bronze engine front support. 

That this design fulfils the require- 
ments of American race tracks is amply 
demonstrated by their performance record 
at Indianapolis—22 wins in 28 500-mile 
races. 

Nearly as numerous as the Offenhauser 
at the Speedway this year will be the 
body-frame-running-gear combinations 
built by Frank Kurtis of Glendale, 
California. In 1953, 21 of the 33 quali- 
fiers were Kurtis cars powered by Offen- 
hauser engines, and Kurtis cars won the

first nine places. Of the 65 potential con- 
tenders this year, 41 are of Kurtis 
design. 

The most likely to succeed out of this 
total are the 21 from the Kurtis 500 series. 
This design, which is also known as the 
Kurtis roadster (or two-seater), was first 
introduced in 1952. The very first car 
of the series was the famous one owned 
by Keck in which Bill Vukovich was a 
runner-up at the Speedway in 1952 and 
which gave him a decisive win in 1953. 
This car, the Type 500-A, had solid axles, 
box-section frame, offset engine, and 
suspension consisting of longitudinal tor- 
sion bars at the rear and transverse bars 
at the front. 


Last Year’s Kurtis 


For the 1953 Speedway race Kurtis pro- 
duced the 500-B, which differed from the 
§00-A chiefly in suspension layout, using 
transverse bars at the rear as well as at 
the front. These cars were tremendously

successful. The seven 500-Bs in 1953 
captured 46 per cent of the total prize 
money. 

For this year Kurtis has built ten exam- 
ples of his new 500-C. A full truss-type 
frame has replaced the earlier box-type, 
this giving a ten per cent reduction in 
weight with no sacrifice of rigidity. The 
suspension is practically identical with that 
of the 500-B but piston-type spring dam- 
pers have replaced the vane type used on 
the As and Bs. The new body is two 
inches narrower and the front has been 
redesigned to guard against the possibility 
of negative pressure causing the front end 
to lift at speeds of 170 m.p.h. and over. 

Leather bonnet straps have been known 
to stretch during the 500 miles of the 
race, and these have been replaced in the 
500-C by positive Dzus aircraft-type fas 
teners. And since pit stops during the 
race are now determined by the need to 
replace tyres and not by the need to refuel, 
fuel tank capacity has been reduced from 
62.66 to 50.0 Imperial gallons. Halibrand

aircraft-type spot brakes have been used 
on all the 500-series machines, but the 
500-C alone has been fitted with a two- 
stage master cylinder. This unit’s first 
stage displaces the required fluid, and the 
second pressurizes it. Braking force is 
therefore greatly improved with no in- 
crease in pedal travel. 

The steering system of the 500-C is a 
complete departure from earlier Kurtis 
practice, which required the use of two 
universal joints in the main steering shaft 
and tie rod location behind the front axle. 
The 500-C’s steering gear box is located 
in the cockpit and is fitted with an upwards 
pointing “drop” arm (pitman arm). This 
connects with a ag link which ex- 
tends forward in a high, horizontal plane 
to connect with a horizontal arm on a ver- 
tical shaft mounted ahead of the front axle. 
A T-shaped arm at the base of the shaft 
connects with two short tie rods, complet- 
ing a steering system which is more rigid 
and more simple mechanically than its 
forerunner. 

This kind of race-bred improvement, 
which has for years characterized Kurtis’ 
modus oper , is also characteristic of 
another product used almost without ex- 


ception by American drivers, the Firestone 
tyre. If, in fact, the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Company were to withdraw from 
racing activity, there could be no Indiana- 
polis race. Fortunately, however, Fire- 
stone continue to regard Indianapolis as an 
incomparable testing ground and expend 
much time and money to produce a better 
racing tyre each year. The 1954 tyre has a 
much wider contact area than before, has 
three instead of two circumferential ribs, 
and is said to deflect 25 per cent less than 
the 1953 product. A.A.A. National Cham- 
pion Sam Hanks, who served as test driver 
during the new tyre’s development per- 
iod, says of it, “ The uniform drift through 
the turns and better handling on the 
straightaways will contribute to both the 
speed and the safety of the 1954 race.” 
Hanks drove more than 3,000 miles on the 
new tyres at an average speed of over 
134 m.p.h. and then, to prove that they

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LANDS of LORNE 


HILE on tour with our caravan my wife and I deter- 

mined to explore the ancient lands of Lorne. We 

had come by Glen Dochart to Crianlarich, then 
through Strath Fulla; at Tyndrum, instead of taking the well- 
loved road north to Glen Coe, we branched left into Glen 
Lochy. Half-way through the glen a wayside pitch tempted 
us to halt; or was it the wide river by the roadside which 
provided trout for supper, or the glory of the mountains; 
Ben Chuirn with Ben Lui’s peak showing over its shoulder 
and the peace of this place broken only by an occasional 
Oban train wending its way through the glen? 

A night of rain brought a sparkling morning with wind- 
chased clouds rolling off the mountains as we continued 
down that wild glen. The long, curving hill above Inver- 
lochy gave us a superb panorama of the Ben Cruachan 
peaks, sharp and steely-blue with, between, the wide valley 
vividly green and slashed at Inverlochy by our trout river 
running wild and brown where it meets the River Orchy for 
their last combined dash to lose themselves in Loch Awe. 
Dalmally was reached, and what a lovable old place, with 
its hotel and houses all gleaming white and set in an artist’s 
paradise of trees, foliage and flowers with, above, the peaks 
of the Ben and a radiant sky. All too soon we were through 
its narrow streets and making for the head waters of Loch 
Awe. Here we turned southwards where, as a foreground 
to towering mountains, was the many-spanned bridge which 
carries the main road westwards. Our road was now narrow 
but good, and our view over the lovely head of Loch Awe 
extensive. On its long peninsula stood the gaunt ruins of 
Kilchurn Castle, a reminder of the days when it guarded 
the hill passes which here make their way to the lands of 
Lorne, a country steeped in historical memory of the deeds 
of the MacDougals, MacGregors and Campbells.

A grim and forbidding place, tamed 
by the new road and bridge over 
Loch Awe’s head-waters; the Rivers

swaying hazels and lovely rowans which framed vivid pic- 
tures across the loch; among them the gracefully towered 
Loch Awe Hotel, like a fairy palace beneath mighty Ben 
Cruachan, and the road west with its sprinkling of cottages 
and their colourful gardens dipping down to the loch. 
Then the gem-like islands of Inishail, Eilean Fraoch, Beith, 
Innis Chonnan and others, all strange isles of story and 
legen! which fancifully could take one back a thousand 
years to where Fraoch plucked the apples of immortal youth 
after slaying a fearsome dragon. Just then we found our- 
selves in the midst of a swaying, jockeying mass of Highland 
cattle which, as if from nowhere, had filled up and blocked 
the road. The anna piece and cause of the trouble was 
a gigantic bull, and this shaggy brute, round whom the 
females and calves clustered, had the greatest spread of 
horns I have ever seen. Fortunately, a herdsman arrived 
and, with his dogs, got them rounded up and back into the 
hills. Apparently the herd had left their proper pastures 
some ten miles away and the only way to turn them was 
to get the bull 


Bumpy Journey 


This was a good spot so we drew in for a meal and 
to get our breath back before continuing to Cladich. Here, 
leaving the main road, we bumped our way down to, and 
over, the River Archan, then up for a magnificent panoramic 
view of the loch and mountains before careering down again 
to the lochside at Port Sonachan. This is a peaceful, pretty 
village where the music of cow-bells echos from the hills 
and jingles by the roadside. It makes a quiet retreat for 
anglers and is a haven for boats; but not so long ago, when 
hill tracks were the highways, this had a busy ferry carrying 
travellers from Loch Fynehead to Taychreggan and west- 
wards, so avoiding a long road and the dreaded Pass of 
Brander. Our winding, narrow road skirting the lochside 
was through old woodlands of oak, ash, beech and denser 
clumps of conifers which scented the air. Our views were 





of rising hills over lapping water and on our left, between 
us and Loch Fyne, rose an even higher hill-barrier with 
many brown burns, tumbling down through their wooded 
foothills or over wild cliffs as foaming waterfalls. 

On many of the islands are interesting remains of castles, 
chapels, burying grounds and convents, and presently we 
came to Innis Chonaill, an islet on which still stand the 
massive walls of Ardchonnell Castle, the oldest stronghold 
of the Duke of Argyll’s family. It was deemed impreg- 
nable and is close by the old drove ferry of Port-in-Sherrich, 
a once valuable but vulnerable link between the east and 
west. Soon we were approaching the foot of this lovely 
loch, which has so much varied character; and now it was 
rolling hill-lands and marginal farm country which brought

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us to Ford and on to Kilmartin, a quaint village of great 
antiquity with a lovely old church and, in the churchyard, 
many ancient sculptured stones. This district abounds in 
antiquities, and at Poltalloch, the estate which we passed 
as we left the main road for Crinan, there are old duns 
and cup-marked rocks and many other relics of the Dalriadic 
people who settled here. From this Kingdom of Dalriada 
came Alpin, King of the Scots, whose son Kenneth, by 
conquering the Picts, made a united Scotland. 

A straight, narrow but good road by the River Add took 
us across Méine Mhor (the Great Moss) and over Crinan 
Canal by Islandadd drawbridge: a corner of great charm 
with the bridgekeeper’s prizewinning garden making the 
canal banks a blaze of colour. Crinan is lovely: nestling 
at the foot of rock-, shrub- and bramble-covered hills, it is 
the western entrance to the canal. Fishing boats and yachts 
lie all ashine in dazzling paintwork amid the glitter from 
the brilliant blue sea and the vivid whites of its lighthouse 
and hotel. And for added measure this day we were wafted 
back half a century, for here, with gay holidaymakers from 
Ardrishaig, was an old-fashioned wagonette drawn by 
beautiful chestnut horses, with driver complete in red coat 
and grey top hat; the last coach of its kind in Scotland and 
like an old painting come to life. 


Picture Village 


From the Crinan road-end’we took the steep climbing 
hill which carried us to the head of Loch Sween and some 
four miles down this gold-tinged and sylvan-edged river- 
like sea loch came to the picture village of Tayvalich. The 
sheer beauty of this place took our breath away: its almost 
land-locked bay, its daintily wooded sheltering hills and out- 
jutting strips of green-tipped rocks, its many small boats 
and yachts riding at anchor and its hillside background of 
white cottages and colourful gardens. But we had to find 
a place for the caravan, so we climbed out of Tayvalich, over 
the hilltop to Carsaig Bay, from where we looked over a

wilder sea across the sound to Jura. Our explorations next 
day took us by the high moorland road to the old Celtic 
village of Keills and a few hours later, retracing our way, 
we rounded the head of Loch Sween and ran down into the 
Forestry village of Achnamara beautifully situated on one 
of the loch’s many tips. Beyond here the road and lochside 
got wilder and wilder with superb views, especially near its 
end at the old Celtic chapel of Kilmory; and spectacular, 
too, as at Castle Sween, an immense, sea-edged fort known 
as the Key of Knapdale. This castle is very old and legend 
has it that it was built by a prince from Norway. 

Leaving Loch Sween, we took the north road, and swift, 
easy miles carried us by Carnassarie Castle to the stiff climb 
at Kintraw. This meant gear work, but, once up—what a 
view of valleys and mountains! Then down to Loch 
Craignish, where a lesser road winds past Ardfern to 
Craignish Castle and to the pier where, from high rocks, 
one can look out to the boiling waters of the Corryvreckan 
between Jura and Scarba. A short climb brought views of 
the islands of Shuna, Luing and Torsay over Asknish Bay 
and Loch Melfort. This is a lovely way by the lip of the 
sea, and by the loch is a splendid place to rest awhile and 
from which to explore lovely, wild, Loch Avich and the 
western shore} of Loch Awe. Leaving here for Kilmelfort 
and its famous pass we were soon in low gear again and 
climbing high above the River Oude and the old road, used 
not so long ago, through the beautiful but wild Pass of 
Melfort. Then came moorland which gave way to wooded 
glens on the descent to Kilninver and Loch Feochan. From 
Kilninver a good but hilly road turns west into the storied 


lands of Nether Lorne where, over Clachan Sound, rises the 
great arch of Clachan Bridge which joins Seil island to the 
mainland. From the island highway one looks over Balvicar 
to Ardmaddy Castle and the wild lands of Kilbrandon and 
Kilchattan and, where it ends, to the pretty village of Ellan- 
beich. This used to be a little off-shore island sheltered by 
the great crag, Dun Mor, but the channel was filled in with 
slate debris and then built on. It is an interesting place 
and over the sound is the fascinating old slate island of 
Easdale which is reached by ferry. 

Lovely Loch Feochan is also a place of story and legend. 
Near its mouth is a black and golden-encrusted rock called 
Creag na Marbh (Rock of the Dead) and from here, after 
death, the Kings of Dalriada were taken by galley to Iona 
for burial. Beyond, and rising from the deep channel, is 
Carn Alpin, a great heap of stones raised 1,400 years ago to 
Alpin, King of the Scots. We stopped a while by Loch 
Feochan and found it a place of many interesting sea birds 
which find rich food at low tide on the long sandbanks at 
its mouth. It is also the haunt of swans and we saw more 
than forty of those graceful birds idling in the eddies and 
feeding on the tangle by the shore. From this loch Oban 
was only a few miles away, with just a further two miles to 
its splendid caravan park by the shore at Ganavan Bay. 
Oban is a busy town and the most popular of all Highland 
holiday resorts, yet it depends wholly on its natural charm : 
the beauty of its bay, the grandeur of its surrounding 
countryside, the lure of its pleasure boats, and steamers to 
the outer isles, its golf and fishing, its Highland games, its 
shops and, above all, its courteous Highland hospitality.

65620.]—Mr. I. Asbury’s letter touches a sore point with me 
In 1949 I replaced my 1937 12 h.p. car, cost just under £300, 
with the latest model of the same make, cost about £1,100 

The 1937 car used virtually no oil until it had done 30,000 to 
40,000 miles, but the new one used one pint to each 100 miles 
from the day it was new, and still does go. 

The makers have a theory that their current engines should use 
oil at a greater rate than their pre-war ones did, but they have 
now supplied me with 0.0015in oversize pistons at half cost so as 
to reduce consumption to a less fantastic rate. 

As I still read of new cars using two or three pints of oil to 
3,000 miles, where my car would use all of 30 pints, I would 
be interested to hear something of the reasons why some manu- 
facturers send out engines intended to use significant quantities 
of oil from the start. whereas others adhere to the pre-war 
practice.

50 m.p.h., and that his engine w switched off and the car 
in neutral when parked. The second policeman confirmed all 
these things and, when questioned, said it took them not less than 
5 seconds to switch on, start up, engage gear and follow me 
they were in a small square just off the road Further ques- 
tioning of the driver brought out the statement that he was 
unable to stop me on the main road as “a bus got in the way.” 
In spite of my pointing out that they could not have caught me 
up in the time and space that they alleged, the magistrates, 
aher interrupting all the time, found for the police. I appealed 
against this and defended myself at the Quarter Sessions. 
At the hearing of the appeal the police driver now claimed 
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continued 


that he took five-tenths of a mile to catch me up. I pointed 
out that he had said a quarter of a mile at the lower court and 
he denied this. I produced notes of the proceedings taken by 
the Magistrates’ Clerk proving this, and the constable looked 
suitably surprised. I then went on to point out that the d 
in question was actually 935 yards The constabk 
i this, too, and again looked surprised when I produc« 
en evidence from the Borough Surveyor. 
he now said that the police car was in fir 
idy to move quickly.” 
tage a few figures show that to have c 
uid, meant that they would have had tot 
at some point—nothing like the maximun 
they claimed. In pointing out these figures in 
gave the police the advantage of the best acceleration 
for an Austin A.70, and I doubt whether they could po 
match such figures on a main road with two bends, an uph 
radient, a zebra crossing and two road junctions, to say nothi 
of traffic! 

Reverting to the bus which is supposed to have held them up, 
the police driver said he had to go behind it. The other police 
man said he did not remember it at all at first, but his memory 
freshened after a while. He did not know whether they went 
in front of it or behind it! He went on to add “We were 
never more than 150 yards behind you at any time”! Thin! 
that One out 

And so it appears that the police cam come to court and 
blandly have two tries at the distance, both wrong. They can 
disagree with one another, they can alter statements previously 
made and, of course, their memories are infinitely variable 
Needless to say, had I gone to court with a different tale, I would 
have been branded a perjurer. Finally, the Recorder summed 
up by saying that the police had seemed to be willing to hel; 
the court and their evidence had seemed reliable. The appel- 
lant had made some good points but the police were more reli- 
able and so he upheld the magistrates. 

In other words you need only to park your car in Oldham 
and you could find two policemen ready to swear that you were 
speeding all the time.

The Old Arguments No Longer Obtain 


65623 While the motor industry persists in trying to make 
mechanical transmission what it can never be—a satisfactory 
link between engine and road wheels—engineers who design rail 
way locomotives and ships’ propulsion machinery are showing 
in increasing awareness of the advantages of electrical trans- 
and if such transmission offers advantages on rail and 
water, how much more must it do so on the road? 

Those who decry the petrol-electric vehicle invariably put 
forward the old argument about adverse power-to-weight ratio, 
in argument which completely disregards modern developments 
in the design of electrical machinery and is evidently based on 
nothing better than the old Tilling-Stevens commercial chassis, 
designed well over three decades ago. Yet this is the only petrol- 
electric vehicle to have appeared in any numbers on our roads 

Of course, if one merely takes a conventional internal com- 
bustion engine, couples it to a conventional electric generator 
feeding a conventional electric motor which drives the rear wheels 
through a conventional propeller-shaft and back-axle assembly, 
the result is bound to be unsatisfactory; but with intelligent 
design there is no reason why the petrol-electric vehicle should 
not have a better power-to-weight ratio than an equivalent 
vehicle with mechanical transmission.

On the question of reliability (a doubt often expressed when 
ever automobile “electrics” are mentioned), this is entirely a 
matter of design; there is no inherent reason why the electrical 
equipment should not be at least as reliable as any other part of 
the vehicle. 

Another favourite bogy is that of cost; a novel design must 
inevitably be more expensive to start with than a conventiona 
product. Electric starting and lighting added very considerabh 
to the cost of the earliest vehicles to which they were fitted, yet 
today these items are a sine qua non of every vehicle produced 
rhe really significant point here is that no member of the 
wdinary motoring public has ever had the chance of trying 
out a well-designed petrol-electric car. Were that opportunity 
provided I am confident that, in a comparatively short time, all 
mechanical transmission systems would be relegated to the 
appropriate places in the museums. 

In conclusion, since the motorist’s dream of the future 
probably centres around the gas turbine, I suggest that, even 
with this type of power unit, the electric motor would be better 
than the separate power-turbine as a means of coupling it to

RECORDS 


RESCOTT’S season opened last 
Sunday with one of the most en 
joyable meetings ever held on this 
hill—which, together with Prescott House 
ind the surrounding land, is now the 
private property of the Bugatti Owners’ 
Club; the club celebrates its silver jubilee 
this year. An entry of 127 showed that 
the drivers’ enthusiasm for this climb is 
very far from lessening and fine spring 
weather brought large crowds to the hill 
ide. This opening meeting at Prescott 
perhaps the most pleasant. of the year, 
when the fruit trees in the paddock are 
in full blossom and the countryside is 
at its best. Familiar cars reappear with 
the results of the winter’s work yet to 
be proved; new cars make their first 
appearance and there is a great feeling 
of reunion. 

The record for the hill of 43.70s—held 
by Ken Wharton in the Cooper-J.A.P 
since September, 1952—came within one- 
twentieth of a second of being broken 
by Michael Christie’s 1,107 c.c. Cooper 
in a climb which was so neat and well 
judged as to appear almost slow. The 
class record for unsupercharged sports 
ars up to 1,500 c.c. fell to Michael 
Anthony’s 1,467 c.c. Lotus with a climb 
in 49.42s; Leston, in the works-entered 
Cooper, beat his own formula 3 record 
by 0.01s and E. P. Scragg took the record 
for unsupercharged sports cars over 3,000 
c.c. in 47.63s, beating the record held by 
Peter Walker’s XK120 Jaguar by the 
narrow margin of 0.03s. 


Ambition Realized 


Though he broke no records, P. J 
stubberfield realized a strong personal 
ambition to take the single-seater Type 
35B Bugatti up the hill in less than 46s— 
ind, to show it was no mistake, proceeded 
to do it on four consecutive climbs. It 
is impressive the way in which this car, 
built in 1926, contrives each year to climb 
i little faster, and Stubberfield’s handling 
of it to become neater and neater. 

Among the very few incidents, the most 
spectacular was when C. G. Arengo’s 
supercharged 1,100 c.c. Cooper Special 
slid wide after Orchard Corner and 
charged a large pile of sand. As the 
ensuing sandstorm died down, the Cooper 
was seen proceeding up the hill back 
vards minus the left-side rear 
vhich, after nearly colliding with the car, 
truck off independently across country, 
while the brake shoes danced down the 
hill.

The race started under threatening 
skies, with twelve runners; there should

From the start the two works Ferraris led,

32 laps. Meanwhile Moss was passed 
by Bira (Maserati) and Bayol (Gordini), 
then stopping for two minutes to change 
all the wheels for a set carrying more 
suitable tyres for the slippery condition 
as practice had been dry, this was his first 
chance to try the car in the wet. Schell’ 
Maserati burst its clutch and Bira’s lost 
its oil pressure; Trintignant was back in 
second place by one-third distance, and 
Manzon brought his Ferrari up to third 
Meanwhile the Gordini pit tried hard to 
call in Bayol to replace him by Behra, but 
the former successfully turned a blind eye 
to all pit signals! He afterwards explained 
that his gear box was giving trouble, and 
he thought it best to drive to finish. 

The rain eventually stopped, but the 
track took a long while to lose its greasy 
surface. Moss passed Bayol to take fourth 
place, and Trintignant slowed right down 
with engine trouble, Manzon passing him 
to finish second behind the triumphant 
Gonzalez. So round two of the 1954 
formula 1 season went to Ferrari—sweet 
revenge for the Gordini victory in the 
recent Pau G.P.

HE Mille Miglia, in retrospect, was 
certainly a remarkable race, with 
perhaps even more than the usual 

number of might=have-beens. The two 
4.9-litre Ferraris driven by Maglioli and 
Paolo Marzotto both went out more or less 
at the same time with a minor gear box 
defect caused by the gradual unscrewing of 
1 locking nut; at the time they had both 
gained quite a lot on Ascari’s leading 
Lancia. Both Aston Martins crashed, 
Parnell’s near Popoli and Collins’ before 
Florence, the latter when in fourth place 
He got the car back on the road and went 
lowly into Florence, but the damage was 
00 great for him to continue—very bad 
luck. There were 180 classified finishers 
in the race, fractionally under fifty per 
cent of the starters. Among them were 
the Austin-Healey of Lance Macklin, the 
jaguar coupé of Gendebien and Fraikin 
ind the Triumph TR2s of Gatsonides 
with Richardson) and Leslie Brooke 
vith Fairman). Both Gendebien and 
Gatsonides had flown down quickly from 
Holland after the finish of the Tulip Rally; 
the former, of course, was the winner of 
the Dutch event. Musso, with the 2-litre 
sports Maserati, lost second place and the 
class win to Vittorio Marzotto’s new 
Ferrari Mondial by only nine seconds— 
nd had lost far more time than that in a 
rather ragged pit stop 

It remains a remarkable race, notable 
for its severity on cars as well as for its 
dangers. This year the death roll amounted 
to three, one driver and two spectators; in 
addition, there were quite a number of 
njuries of a more or less serious nature 
Farina fractured his forearm and damaged 
his nose and face, and will be in hospital 
for about a month; his mechani¢, Parenti, 
will be there for rather longer with injuries 
to his back. Incidentally, Mike Hawthorn 
has now left the Rome hospital in which 
he has been confined since the Syracuse 
race with burns on his face and legs, and 
should be fully recovered in a month’s 
time or so; probably his next race for 
Ferrari will be the Belgian G.P. at Spa on 
June 20. 

So Ferrari lost the Mille Miglia, for 
the first time since 1948. The struggle in 
the next few major sports car races should 
be very keen indeed
